Bob and Cole Younger, members of 
the Jesse Jam es gang, who were sent 
to prison nearly a quarter of a century 
ago for their memorable raid on the 
Bauk of Northfield, Minu., are to be 
liberated by an act of the Minnesota 
legislature. 
The Northfield bank rob­ 
bery, says the Chicago Inter Ocean, was 
the most sensational affair in which 
these fam ous bandits ever participated 
and attracted worldwide attention eveu 
a t a tim e when sim ilar raids by the 
James-Younger band were of almost 
weekly occurrence. 
It m arked the be­ 
ginning of the end of the reign of terror 
which the bandit gang had instituted. 
Previous to the Northfield raid the 
Jam es and Younger boys had plunder­ 
ed banks aud railw ay and express lines 
at will, their presence seeming to in­ 
spire a terror which pre veil tell opposi­ 
tion. 
At Northfield, however, the citi­ 
zens fought them to the death, and 
three of the Younger brothers—Rob, 
Cole and Jim —were captured after a 
six days’ running fight. 
They wore 
given a trial a t Faribault. Minu., and 
sentenced to penal servitude for life. 
L ater Jim Younger died in prison, aud 
then the friends of the surviving broth­ 
ers began an agitation for their pardon. 
A petition .signed by every member 
of the Missouri legislature, by the 
state officers and by men of national 
reputation w as turned down by the ex­ 
ecutive of M innesota. 
The plea that

Bob and Cole Younger, members of 
lh*' Jess** .Tames gang, who wire sent 1 arraigned 
to prison nearly a quarter of a century 
ago for their memorable raid on the 
Bauk of Northfield, Minn., are to be 
liberated by an act of the .Minnesota 
legislature. 
The Northfield bank rob­ 
bery, says the Chicago Inter Ocean, was 
the most sensational affair in which 
these famous bandits ever participate*] 
and attracted worldwide attention even 
a t a time when similar raids by the 
James-Younger band were of almost 
weekly occurrence. 
It marked the be­ 
ginning of the end of the reign of terror 
which the bandit gang had instituted. 
Previous to the Northfield raid the 
James and Younger boys had plunder­ 
ed banks aud railway and express lines 
a t will, their presence .seeming to in­ 
spire a terror which prevented opposi­ 
tion. 
At Northfield, however, tho citi­ 
zens fought them to the death, and 
throe of the Younger brot hers-Bob, 
Cole and Jim —were captured after a 
six days* running fight. 
They were 
given a trial at Faribault, Al inn., and 
sentenced to penal servitude for life. 
Later Jim Younger died in prison, and 
then the friends of the surviving brot li­ 
ers began an agitation for their pardon. 
-A petition signed by every member 
of the Missouri legislature, by the 
state officers and by men of national 
reputation was turned down by the ex­ 
ecutive of .Minnesota. 
The plea that 
the Youngers had been amply punished 
w’as met by the assertion Hint to free 
them would be an encouragement to 
other men to engage in similar crimes. 
Year after year the effort to secure 
their release w’as renewed, and iii time 
it created a friendly sentiment which 
lins found expression in the passage of 
an aet by the .Minnesota legislature 
providing for their freedom. 
There were six Younger brothers, one 
of whom died in boyhood. They were 
tile sons of Colonel Henry AA’. Younger, 
a southern man who moved to Cass 
county, Mo., iii 1830. 
The five boys 
who lived to attain their majority were 
Richard, 
Thomas 
Coleman. 
Uoliert, 
Jam es and John. 
During the war 
they, like the two Jam es brothers, w ere 
with irregular or guerrilla troops, who 
stole as often from one side as the oth­ 
er. 
After the w’a r they became ban­ 
dits. 
The first robbery of the kind with 
which the Youngers were later Identi­ 
fied w*as that of the Commercial bank 
of Liberty, Mo., on Fob. t4. I860, when 
$70,000 was obtained. The robbers i’ol- 
low’ed the same tactics which were em­ 
ployed afterward time and time again 
and which always .succeeded until tho 
Northfield robbery. 
The party, well 
mounted and heavily armed, rode into 
the town, firing and yelling in the 
streets, and terrorized the citizens, 
while two of the gang dismounted and, 
with cocked revolvers, forced the ('ash­ 
ier to hand over Hie bank's funds. 
The Younger boys were first known 
to be with the James brothers in the 
bank robbery at Columbia, Ky. 
The 
cashier, refusing to give up the money, 
was killed. The scene of the next raid 
was in Iowa. 
At Corydon, la., they 
succeeded In robbing a bank of $40,000. 
On Alay 27, 1873, the St. Genevieve 
bank was robbed of $30,000. 
In 1873 they began to rob railway 
trains. The Chicago. Rock Island and 
Pacific suffered first east of Council 
Bluffs. 
Next tin* cash box of th** K an­ 
sas City Fair association was robbed 
of its day's receipts. This was follow­ 
ed by the holding up of the Malvern 
and Hot Springs stages in January, 
1874. 
Then the band attempted an­ 
other train robbery at G ad’s Hill, un 
the Iron Mountain railway. 
The Youngers and the Jameses then I 
separated for awhile, as heavy re- I 
wards were offered for their arrest. I 
Many attempts wen* made to capture i 
them. 
Hi on** of them John Younger j 
was killed. 
At times the detectives 1 
were hunters, and then again they ! 
would be hunted. 
In December. 1873. two parties were j 
organized for robbery. One. consisting j 
of Jesse James. 
Bob 
Younger and I 
James Younger, stopped a train at ; 
Muncie. Mo., aud robbed th*? express I 
safe of $55,000. 
Another party, con- j 
sisting ot Cole Younger. Frank James i 
and th** Miners, robbed a bank at Cor­ 
inth, Miss. 
Later th** Jam es brothers, 
the three Youngers. Charles Pitts aud 
Clem Miller robbed a Missouri Pacific 
train at Otterville. Mo., securing S17,- 
500. 
In 1S70 they decided to rob the hank 
at Northfield. Mini)., on Sept. 7. 
The 
band consisted of Bob. ( ’ole and Janies 
Younger, Rill <'hadweil. (.Mem Miller. 
Frank aud J e s s e James and Charles 
Pitts. They rod** directly to tin* bank, 
where Frank and Jesse James and 
Cole Younger dismounted aud entered.

untold hardships. 
On Sept. 21 the four others Vero sur­ 
rounded in tin* swamps of the Wilton 
wan rivet. 
Miller was killed, and th.* 
•I*re** Youngers were wounded before 
they surrendered. 
The Youngers were 
iii court ei.vly iii October at 
Faribault, where, being advised that 
they could not be sentenced to death 
if they pleaded guilty, they did so and 
were sentenced to puffin I servitude at 
Stillwater for their natural lives. 
Two years ago the state senate pass­ 
ed 
bill granting the Youngers a pa­ 
role, and it would have passed the 
house had not the friends of the dead 
rushier of the Northfield bank protest­ 
ed against this clonic toy. It was nev­ 
er established that any of the Youn­ 
ger brothers was responsible for the 
death of any of the victims of the 
Northfield raid. 
They are old men 
now, and ever sin**** their Incarceration 
they have been model prisoners.

and find generally that the letter of the law has been strictly complied with 
in all of their business transactions. 
We desire to recommend th at in the m atter of furnishing supplies to th* 
Court House and Jail some changes be made, and would euggst that all Of 
the supplies be purchased by the Commissioners, or by one of their number 
to be chosen by them, and that any of tho county officers 
c r the janitor 
needing supplies, by law required to be furnished by the County, leave aa or­ 
der or requisition for the same with the County Commissioners. 
AVe believe th at In this way the am ount expended for 
supplies 
aril 
blanks, which during tile past year amounted 
to $5,365.35, could 
be ma­ 
terially reduced. 
AVe also desire to call the attention of the Commissioners to Sec. 7378 of 
the Revised Statutes of Ohio, regulating the furnishing of supplies, repairs, 
etc., for the County Jail and recommend that no supplies be purchased ex­ 
cept such as are specially authorized by th at section. 
The Bridge Fund, although in better shape than It has been 
for fivj 
years, is still overdrawn to the amount of $7,000, and we would recommend 
th at extreme care be taken in m atter of building and repairing bridges, and 
th at only such work be done In this line as may seem absolutely necessary, 
We believe it to be the duty of the County Commissioners to look Into th® 
business transactions of the Infirmary Directors • Sn their

Appointed to Examine the Annual Report for the Year 
1900, of the Commissioners of Columbiana 
County, Ohio. 


To the Hon. AV. W. Hole, Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of Colum­ 
biana County, Ohio: 
SIR—We, the undersigned committee, appointed to examine the report of 
the Commissioners of said county, for the year ending September 1st, 1900, 
respectfully submit the following 
report:

AVe have carefully investigated the transactions of 'tho 
Commission^* 
and find generally that the letter of the law has been strictly compiled with 
In all of their business transactions. 
We desire to recommend th at in the matter of furnishing supplies to th* 
Court House and Jail some changes be made, and would euggst that all of 
the supplies be purchased by the Commissioners, or by one of their number 
to be chosen by them, and that any of the county officers 
or the janitor 
needing supplies, by law required to be furnished by the County, leave aa or­ 
der or requisition for the same with the County Commissioners. 
AVe believe that In this way the amount 
expended for 
©upplles at* 
blanks, which during the past year amounted 
to $5,365.35, could 
be ma* 
ierially reduced. 
AVe also desire to call the attention of the Commissioners to Sec. 7378 of 
the Revised Statutes of Ohio, regulating the furnishing of supplies, repairs, 
etc., for the County Jail and recommend that no supplies be purchased ex* 
cept such as are specially authorized by that section. 
The Bridge Fund, aithough in better shape than it has been 
for fivt 
years, is still overdrawn to 'the amount of $7,000, and we would recom m en d 
th at extreme care be taken in matter of building and repairing bridges, ani 
that only such work be done In this line as may seem absolutely necessary, 
AVe believe it to be the duty of the County Commissioners to look Into tbs 
business (transactions of the Infirmary Directors - In their 
expenditure pf 
money from the poor fund and the amount of time 
each Director

Bob and (’ole Younger, members of 
I Ehi Jesse .Tames gang, who were sent I arraigned 
to prison nearly a quarter of a century 
ago for their memorable raid on the 
Bauk of Northfield, Minn., are to be 
liberated by an act of the Minnesota 
| legislature. 
The Northfield bank rob- 
! bery, says the Chicago Inter Ocean, was 
; the most sensational affair In w hich 
these famous bandits ever participated 
and attracted worldwide attention even 
a t a time when similar raids by the 
James-Younger band were of almost 
weekly occurrence. 
It marked the be­ 
ginning of the end of the reign of terror 
which the bandit gang bad instituted. 
Previous to the Northfield raid the 
James and Younger boys had plunder­ 
ed banks aud railway and express lines 
at will, their presence .seeming to in­ 
spire a terror which prevented opposi­ 
tion. 
At Northfield, however, the citi­ 
zens fought them to the death, and 
three of the Younger brothers—Bob, 
Cole and Jim —were captured after a 
six days’ running fight. 
They were ' 
given a trial at Faribault, Minn., and 
sentenced to penal servitude for life.

days by hundreds of men.

bandits separated. Cole, Rob and Jim 
Younger and Clem Miller kept togeth­ 
er. The Jam es boys escaped after be­ 
ing repeatedly wounded and suffering 
untold hardships. 
On S ep t 21 the four others yore sur­ 
rounded in tlx* swam ps of the Wilton* 
wan rivet. 
Miller was killed, and the

limy surrendered. The Youngers were 
in court curly iii October at 
Faribault, where, being advised that 
they could not be sentenced to death 
if they pleaded guilty, they did so aud 
were sentenced to pm al servitude at 
Stillwater for their natural lives. 
Two years ago the state senate pass­ 
ed a bill granting the Youngers a pa­ 
role, and it would have passed the 
house had not the friends of the dead 
rushier of the Northfield bank protest­ 
ed against this clemency.

To the lion. VV. W. Ilole, Judge of the C ourt o f Common Fleas of Colum­ 
biana County, Ohio: 
S IR —We, the undersigned committee, appointed to exam ine the report of 
the Commissioners of said county, for the year ending S eptem ber Isl, DM, 
respectfully subm it 
the following 
report: 
W e have carefully investigated th e transactions 
of th e 
Commlssionr^ 
and find generally that the letter of the law has been strictly complied with 
In all of their business transactions. 
We desire to recommend th a t in the m a tte r of furnishing supplies to th* 
Court House and Jail some changes be made, and would su g g st that all Of 
the supplies be purchased by the Commissioners, or by one of their number 
to be chosen by them, and th at any of tho county officers 
o r the Janitor 
needing supplies, by law required to be furnished by the C ounty, leave aa or­ 
der or requisition for the sam e with the County Commissioners. 
We believe that In this way the am o u n t 
expended fo r 
rtipplles fti* 
blanks, which during Ute past year am ounted 
to $5,365.35, could 
be ma­ 
terially reduced. 
We also desire to call the attention of the Commissioners to Sec. 7378 of 
the Revised Statutes of Ohio, regulating the furnishing of su p p lies, repairs, 
etc., for the County Jail and recommend th a t no supplies be purchased es* 
cept such as are specially authorized by th a t section. 
The Bridge Fund, although In better shape than It h as been 
for EW 
years, is still overdrawn to th e am ount of $7,000, an d we would recommend 
Unit extrem e care be taken in m atter of building and repairing bridges, ai4 
th a t only such work be done In this line as m ay seem absolutely necessary 
We believe it to be the duty of the County Commissioners to look Into thj 
business (transactions of the Infirmary D irectors 
Sn th eir 
expenditure t* 
m oney from the poor fund and the am ount of tim e 
each D irector 
actually 
puts in in the transaction of bis required dirties a s Infirm ary Director. 
do not believe the Infirmary Directors have any right u n d er the statutes OC 
the State to m aintain an office in (the village of Lisbon a t th e expense ct the 
bounty.
